The first indication of Bri- 
tain'’g progress in this field 
Was given earlier in the 


month when it was announc- | 


ed that British scientists at 
Harwell had created tempe- 
ratures of more than one mil- 
ion degrees centigrade. Such 
tremendoug temperatureg are 
needed to harness the power 
of the H-bomb. 

British scientists at Har- 
well, using an apparatus 
known. as _ Zero Ener- 
gy Thermonuclear Assembly, 
were said to have succeeded 
in fusing the atoms of deute- 
rium theavy hydrogen) at 
high temperatures. The Har- 
well experiments have been 
carried out With pure deute- 
rium which can easily be pro- 
duced from sea water and 


costs only about $750,000 a 
ton. |

Russia Fires Atom 
Bomb, U.S. Says 


WASHINGTON, Sunday 
‘UP). — The Atomic Energy 
Commission announced last 
night that Russia yesterday 
fired an atomic bomb, The 
AEC said the nuclear shot 
“at the usual So- 
viet test site in Siberia.” 
The American agency made 
the announeement in a brief 
two-sentence statement, The 
nuclear explosion means that 
the Russians are continuing 
their nuclear weapong tests, 
according to the AEC. 


The complete text of the 
AEC statement read: “The 
Atomic Energy Commission 
announced tonight that the 
Soviet Union is continuing 
its testing of nuclear wea- 
pons. The most recent ni- 
clear explosion occurred on 
Saturday, December 26, at 


the usual Soviet test site in 
Siberia.’ 

The ABC gave no indica- 
tion of the power or the na- 
ture of the test shot. It also 
did not reveal the source of 
its intelligence. It ig Known 
however, that the US. has 
stations ringing the Com- 
munist world to pick up 
radiation and fall-out chies 
of Russia's tests.
